Aluminum Drive 
To Close Sunday; 
May Gets Report 


Defense Program Calls for 
Aluminum; Pit at City Hall 


Reemployment of several thou- 
sand aluminum industry employes 
is anticipated by the OPM as a re- 
sult of the current nation-wide 
aluminum campaign, which will 
close Sunday. 


This was revealed in a report 
sent to Mayor John F. Slavich, hon- 
orary chairman of the Oakland 
campaign. 

More than 3,413 persons, or about 
one-fifth of the employes in 14 
aluminum utensil firms contacted, 
have lost their jobs or quit as the 
result of the industry’s present in- 
ability to obtain aluminum for non- 
defense purposes, the report stated 


Aluminum collected in the drive 
will not be practical for airplane | 
construction, but it will be used in 
other defense items and for non- | 
defense products, releasing the lim-| 
ited supply of new aluminum for| 
airplanes, Mayor Slavich pointed 
out. Funds from the sale of scrap} 
aluminum for non-defense will be!
